blows on either front 
She also has 
been able, with the assistance of Aus- 
tria and Turkey, 
and aided by the 
geographical 
conditions, 
to 
drive 
a 
wedge between the communications of 
her enemies which extends from the 
North sea almost to the Indian ocean. 
The movement in the Mediterranean 
indicates 
the determination 
on 
the 
part of the superior sea power to cut 
that wedge in two. 
The 
strategic importance 
of the 
straits between Europe and Asia has 
been 
recognized 
from 
very 
ancient 
times. 
It was on the Chersonese, the 
peninsula on the western side of the 
straits, that the Turks got their first 
foothold in Europe. 
It may very well 
be that if it now falls into the hand3 
of Great 
Britain 
its occupation 
by 
British troops will mean the uproot- 
ing of the last vestige of Ottoman rule 
in the northern continent. 
There are 
at least indications of the development 
of a 
g 
operation from both 
efefls of the Sea of Marmora, having 
forita purpose the expulsion of the 
Turk from Constantinople. 
There are other objects of 
first-clas- s 
importance to be obtained from a suc- 
cessful attack on the Dardanelles. Now 
that the Archangel route is closed by 
ice, communication 
between 
Russia 
and her allies 
has 
almost 
entirely 
ceased. 
There is no outlet for the 
immense supplies of corn and oil of 
which they are in want and which she 
could furnish, and, on the other hand, 
the only source of supply of the mu- 
nitions of war, which she cannot man- 
ufacture herself, must be brought over 
the long and difficult road from Vladi- 
vostok and Harbin. 
The- 
- opening of 
the 
Dardanelles 
and 
the 
Bosporus 
must have, therefore, 
an immediate 
and important effect both in the west- 
ern and eastern theaters of war. Nor 
can it be doubted that a substantial 
gain of this character 
to Germany's 
foes would directly influence the na- 
tions which have been for so long hes- 
itating about entering the war. 
All 
the Balkan States would be affected 
considerably, and while Greece could 
scarcely stand still with Russia at the 
gates of Constantinople, 
Italy might 
well feel that this sharp stroke 
re- 
moved the last doubt as regarding the 
side with which she should be acting. 
Of the operation itself, although the 
Dardanelles 
have long been 
regard- 
ed as impregnable, it is more than 
likely that as other fortresses 
have 
failed 
to 
maintain 
their 
security 
against the modern materials 
of war, 
so those in the straits will be over- 
whelmed by the mass of explosives 
hurled upon them from the 
long-rang- e 
artillery of the battleships 
of today. 
When the forts 
in the, straits were 
planned ships were dependent 
upon 
the wind and they carried guns which 
could 
not 
compare 
in 
power 
with 
those mounted in the land batteries. 
When 
Vice-Admir- 
al 
Duckworth took 
a British squadron through the straits 
in 1S07 his vessels were assailed with 
huge shots, some of them weighing 800 
pounds, but even these heavy missiles 
did little damage. 
Today the British 
ships will throw shells filled with high 
explosives, each more than double the 
weight of the shot thrown at 
Vice-Ad-mir- 
al 
Duckworth's ships, and the 
de- 
struction 
wrought 
by 
such 
missiles 
will be immeasurably 
greater. 
Moreover, it is unnecessary for the 
ships 
themselves 
to approach 
near 
enough to be injured by the shore bat- 
teries, even if the guns in these have 
been somewhat augmented from Ger- 
man sources. 
It is already announced 
that the forts at the mouth of the 
straits, about two miles apart, have 
been crumbled into atoms, and those 
in the narrows, further up, can be sim- 
ilarly treated at ranges at which the 
ships themselves will be comparative- 
ly immune. 
There remain other 
ob- 
structions 
in the shape of mines in 
the channel, but that these have been 
located by the British submarines 
is 
certain, and their removal 
, should be

Strange 
and 
sometimes

monies which ushered in the reborn 
world, 
rituals 
of 
worship 
which 
drenched altars with human blood in 
imitation of the god who died that 
the world might live. 
In other places 
the great spring festival took the form 
of joy transformed 
into the abandon 
of license. 
But in all these perver- 
sions the central idea remained as an 
expression of man's attempt to fathom 
the secret of the universe and to ad- 
just his little life to its awful mys- 
teries. 
We moderns of today can have no 
adequate conception of what the 
ad- 
vent of spring meant 
in the 
child- 
hood of mankind. 
In a way we have 
conquered the seasons 
and adapted 
ourselves to their changing moods. But 
even a few centuries ago, man was al- 
most hopeless in the grip of a relent- 
less, 
pitiless 
rhythm 
of superfluous 
plenty in summer and starvation and 
death 
in winter. 
It was only the 
strong and vigorous who survived the 
winter's 
fight with hunger. 
The 
an-- 
cient Lent was in very fact a period 
of wailing 
and lamentation, 
for at 
this time the gods 
seemed to have 
deserted 
mankind, and the earth 
it- 
self, the great mother goddess of fer- 
tility and fecundity, appeared to have 
died beneath their feet. 
The coming 
of spring, the resurrection 
of fertil- 
ity, meant that man's despairing pray- 
ers had been answered, that his sac- 
rifices had been accepted, and that 
his battle with hunger was over. 
In 
the sharp prod of biting hunger which 
ancient man viewed as a punishment 
inflicted by the gods presiding over 
the various aspects ot nature and the 
seasons, can be found the reason for 
much that seems strange 
and 
mon- 
strous to us in the old religions. 
Adonis was the god who represent- 
ed the yearly decay and revival 
of 
life, an annual death and resurrection. 
His 
worship 
spread 
from 
western 
Asia throughout 
the Mediterranean 
littoral. 
He was pictured 
as 
bleed- - 
ing to death with the red leaves of 
autumn and coming to life again with 
the fresh green of spring. Often Ado- 
nis was impersonated by a living man 


who was sacrificed upon the harvest, 
field. 
In the great Phoenician sanctu- 
ary of Astarte at Byblus the death of 
Adonis was mourned to the 6hrill wail- 
ing notes of the flute, with weeping, 
lamentations 
and beating of breasts, 
but the next day the dead god wa3 
i 
believed to rise from the dead and 
to ascend to heaven in the presence 
of his worshipers, amid hymns of joy 
and glad shouts of "Adonis is risen 
from the dead!" 
It is in the worship 
of Attis, 
however, that occurs the 
' 
most 
striking 
resemblance 
to many 
of the observances of the Christian 
Easter. 
Attis was believed to have 
bej?u 
miraculously 
born 
of a virgin 
mother and like Adonis to have died 
a violent death, rising from the dead 
at the 
time 
of the spring 
festival. 
Hideous orgiastic rites marked the rit- 
ual of Attis worship in Rome. 
Days 
of blood and atonement preceded the 
hilarious joy of the great day of res- 
urrection. 
While devout multitudes 
flocked to the sanctuary, the unsexed 
priests 
of Atti3 and 
Cybele, 
to the 
music of flutes, drums and cymbals, 
slashed themselves 
with knives, and 
in wild, frenzied dances splattered the 
altars with dripping blood. 
The effigy 


i of Attis bound to a pine tree played 
an important part in the ceremony. 
"The 
Day 
of 
Blood" 
witnessed 
the 
period of mourning over the effigy of 
the god which was afterward 
buried 
in a sepulcher. The worshipers prayed 
and fasted in wailing and 
lamenta- 
tion 
in 
preparation 
for 
the 
sacra- 
mental meal. 
But when night had 
fallen 
the 
grief 
of the worshipers 
turned to ecstatic gladness in the Fes- 
tival of Joy. 
Suddenly a light shone 
in the darkness. The tomb was opened 
and the temple thrilled to shouts that 
told that Attis had risen from the 
dead. 
And as the priest touched the 
lips of the mourners 
with balm he 
softly 
whispered 
in their ears the 
glad tidings of salvation. 
The resur- 
rection 
of Attis 
wa3 hailed 
by his 
votaries 
as 
a divine 
promise that 
they. 
too. 
would
